Shows Decline 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
National Education Association 
reported today it will cost a 
record $42.4 billion in 1970 71 to 
run the nation’s public schools 
but the federal government’s 
share will shrink to Its lowest 
percentage level in sue years. 
The NE A’s 29th annual report 
of “ estimates of school statis­ 
tics” added that the failure of 
the federal government to pay a 
greater share of the cost of edu­ 
cating the nation’s 45 million el­ 
ementary and secondary pupils 
will fall on financially-pressed 
state ami local governments. 
The 
federal 
contribution 
reached an all-time 
high of 8 
per cent of the school dollar in 
1967-68, but has dropped the last 
two years, the NEA estimated 
federal money will be only 6.9 
per cent of the total this school 
year.

Most of the 112 will have only 
minimal association with Lie 
crew, some none at all unless 
necessary. 
These prime contacts all have 
provided detailed medical histo­ 
ries, 
submitted 
to 
extensive 
physical exams and have been 
immunized against IO common 


diseases, as 
have the astio- 
nauts. 
School officials and physicians 
in the Cape Kennedy area have 
been given a list of the 112 per­ 
sons and their families to help 
detect any potential disease car­ 
rier. 
The wives of the astronauts 
will be allowed to visit, if not ill, 
but their children will be prohib­ 
ited from direct access because 
of the prevalence 
of childhood 
diseases in schools. 
The children will be able to 
talk with their fathers through a 
glass partition as thc spacemen 
sit in a newly built isolation 
booth. This booth, equipped with 
an intercom system, also will be 


used for discussion w ith lunar 
scientists and others apart from 
the 112 primary contacts. 
More than $160,000 has been 
spent to place new air filtration 
units in the living quarters and 
in the training building, where 
the 
astronauts rehearse 
in 
spacecraft simulators. The fil­ 
ters are the type used in operat­ 
ing rooms and other critical 
areas in hospitals. 
Apollo Mission Director Cbes 
ter M. Lee said: “ We are going 
to have a medical officer on 
duty 24 hours, not only for the 
crew, but also for any of the pri­ 
mary contacts who feel they 
may have been exposed to any­ 


thing that might transmit to the 
crew.” 
Lee said tile isolation won't in­ 
hibit the ability of the astro­ 
nauts to move around. 
“ For example, if they want to 
move from their crew quarters

WASHINGTON (AP) — Un­ 
employment climbed to six per 
cent in December, the highest 
rate in nine years, despite the 
return to work of men displaced 
by the General Motors strike, 
the Labor Department reported 
Friday. 
The development contradicted 
the forecasts of administration 
officials who had contended that 
joblessness, which hit 5.8 per 
cent of the labor force in No­ 
vember, 
would diminish when 
the auto strikers returned to 
their plants. 
The report showed there were 
4.6 million idle men and women 
in December. 
This was the 
same as in November, but the 
seasonal contraction of the la­ 
bor force caused the adjusted 
rate of joblessness to rise by 
about 120,000 persons in the sea­ 
sonally adjusted annual rate. 
Average weekly earnings of 
factory workers increased by 
$1.03 in December as a result of 
a slight increase in average 
hourly rates and a gain of one- 
tenth of an hour in the factory 
work week, to 39.7 hours. 
The unemployment rate for 


white workers remained at 5.5 
per cent In the month, but the 
rate for Negroes, which de­ 
clined slightly in November, re­ 
turned to its October level of 9.3 
per cent. 
Longterm 
unemployment 
continued to climb. The number 


of persons out of work for at 
least 15 weeks passed the one 
million mark, reaching the tigh­ 
test level since mid-1954. 
This brought the average spell 
of unemployment to 9.8 weeks. 
up from 9.4 weeks iin November 
Joblessness 
was 
greatest 


among construction workers, at 
ll per cent. In manufacturing, 
the unemployment rate in dura­ 
ble goods plants was unchanged 
from November but rose in soft 
goods production from 6 per 
cent in November to 6 9 per cent 
in December.

Th* second sentence “ Let our 
people go” refers to the Soviet 
Union’s refusal to allow Its Jews 
to em igrate to Israel. “ Never 
again!” is the JDL motto and 
refers to the killing of six mil 
lion Jews bv the Nazis during 
World W ar II.

“ And I think,” he said, “we’re 
just going to have to put a lot 
more pressure on most of the 
respondents—the labor unions, 
the private employment agen­ 
cies, the state employment serv­ 
ices and certainly the corpora­ 
tions.” 
He said the pressure first will 
be 
for 
voluntary 
compliance 
ard, that failing, 
it will be 
brought to bear through cooper­ 
ation with an increasing number 
of private lawyers who arc tak­ 
ing sex discrimination cases to 
court. 
As yet, the EEOC lacks the 
enforcement power that Brown 
has lobbied hard for. The com­ 
mission is limited to conciliating 
companies and encouraging law 
suits by complainants. 
Brown’s EEOC last year han­ 
dled 
complaints 
from 
2,684 
women and 355 men of discrimi­ 
natory hiring, firing, pay, work­ 
ing conditions ard restrictions 
and promotion opportunity on 
the basis of sex. 
These accounted for a fifth of 
the 
17,903 
job discrimination 
complaints handled by the agen­ 
cy. Another two-th.Yds of the to­ 
tal was for racial discrimina­ 
tion. 
Last year’s c o m p l a i n t s 
jumped 30 per cert from the 
14,471 in 1969 and Brown pre­ 
dicted substantial increases will 
continue for five to IO years as 
more workers take advantage of 
federal laws. 
The Women’s Lib groups en­ 
courage women to file com­ 
plaints with the EEOC and in 
many cases file su.ts in the 


courts when EEOC conciliation 
with tile companies involved is 
not successful Brown said. 
But the way to stop job dis­ 
crimination he said is for top 
management to let their person­ 
nel people know their own pro­ 
motions will depend ort how well 


they handle equal opportunity 
pro-grams as well as their other 
duties.
